SWEDEN. 


In his recent report on the finances, trade, &c., of Sweden, Mr. 
Railwa F. S. Clarke, Secretary of H.M. Legation at 
Sennen z ‘ia Stockholm, states that in the Swedish Budget 
Plant for 1905 no sum is assigned for the purchase of 
new railway rolling-stock, but it is understood 
that the Government propose to effect a loan of 4,000,000 kr. 
(222,2001.) for the purpose. A loan of 4,000,000 kr. (222,2001.) 
is also to be raised for continuing the construction of the railway 
line to Bohuslin, while another loan of 2,707,500 kr. (150,400/.) 
is to be used for commencing: (1) the construction of a railway 
line from Morjarv to Korungi on the Finnish frontier; and (2) for 
connecting that line with a branch line from Boden to Lapptriisk. 
The loans indicated thus amount to 10,707,500 kr. (594,863/.). 

In another part of his report Mr. Clarke states that the authoris- 
ation of the Government was given during the past year for the 
construction of seven new lines of a total length of 376-9 kiloms. 
(234 miles), the chief of which will be that from Gefle to Herno- , 
sand on the eastern coast. This line extends some 293°9 kiloms. 
(about 183 miles). 

The building of 18 lines of railways, of a total length of 657°3 
kiloms. (408 miles), was continued during 1903. The concession 
of new railway lines of a total length of 1,115 kiloms. (692 miles) 
has been favourably reported on by the Department of Public 
Works. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,123.)

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OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


The following particulars, relating to the leather trade in Turkey, 
are taken from a recent report by the German 

Leather Trade. Consul at Constantinople. 

Leather for soles comes mostly from France 
and Italy. France and Germany furnish various kinds of leather 
for uppers, the United States being a keen competitor for the 
patent leather trade. 

The importation of shoes into Constantinople is steadily di- 
minishing ; they come mostly from Austria, France and Germany. 
The United Kingdom sends shoes for athletics. Austria and 
Germany send an equal quantity of small leather goods, such as 
purses, cigar-cases, Kc. 

Gloves of medium and inferior quality are mostly imported from 
Austria, Germany and Italy: the better qualities come from France, 

Only the best kind of saddlery i : 
United Kingdom and France. Austria sends whips: the United 
Kingdom and Germany send leather straps, the former country 
doing the larger trade in these articles. 


BULGARIA. 


The French ‘ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” of 17th March

In a recent report by the Belgian Consul-General at Sofia 
; al attention is called to the increase of agricul- 
henealtar tural machinery imported into Bulgaria. In 
Machinery. 1901 the value of machinery imported was 
111,154 francs (4,446/.); this rose to 345,114 francs (18,804/.) in 
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1902. This large increase was due to a good harvest. During 
July and September the demand for machinery was so large that 
the stock in Bulgaria was exhausted, and many orders had to be 
refused. 

Austria, hitherto, has led in the market. This country sends a 
large quantity of cheap small machinery; there is no demand for 
large machines. German makes also sell well, several German 
manufacturers having branches in Bulgaria. The United States 
do a good trade ; not so large, however, as in previous years. 

The following articles are stated to be likely to sell well :— 

Forks—two, three or four-pronged, weighing from 4 kilog. to 
2 kilogs., price from 40 to 45 francs per 100 kilogs.; spades of 
various shapes, weighing from 750 grams to 34 kilogs., price from 
60 to 75 francs per 100 kilogs.; shovels of various shapes, weighing 
from 900 grams to 14 kilogs., price from 35 to 45 francs per 
100 kilogs. ; wooden shovels are not imported: those in use are of 
home manufacture. Steel scythes, from 55 to 70 francs per 
100 kilogs. ; rakes, weighing. from 500 grams to 2 kilogs., price 
from 4 to 7 francs a dozen, according to weight and number of 
teeth ; saws, from 1°50 francs to 6 francs a dozen—these prices 
sometimes go as high as 12 or 15 francs. 


CUBA. 
With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 442 of the 
Telephone “* Board of Trade Journal” of the 10th March, 
Installation it may be noted that the “Gaceta Official” of 

a Workin Cuba of 27th and 29th February contains 
ateaiiiaeeatted notices calling for tenders for the establishment 
and working of telephone systems in the towns of Cruces and 
Palmoira respectively, but the time allowed for the presentation 
of tenders is too short to make the notices useful on this side. 


This indication, however, is given to show the development of, and 
consequent demand for telephone installation which apparently exists. 


CHILE. 


H.M. Consul at Coquimbo, in his report for 1902, just issued, states 
Licht Iron that the import trade of that port in British 
18 ironmongery, bedsteads, iron (cast and wrought), 








pete ; and steel showed an increase. 
In a small way there should be room for 
Crockery ware ; improvement in British trade, as, for instance 
Cutlery and Tools. ah, ; 


in light iron castings, such as braziers, small 
cooking stoves, and very thin¥piping for house drains and down- 
takes, and gutters; in glass and crockeryware of medium and 
common quality ; and in table cutlery and artisans’ tools of the 
cheaper kinds. A knowledge of the local requirements is, however, 
essential, and this could be most advantageously acquired by study 
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on the spot. The Consul calls attention to the fact that competi- 
tion is very keen between the dozen or so of local wholesale houses. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,124.) 


CHINA. 


According to a report by the United States Consu) at Foochow, 
nearly all parts of China are greatly in need of 
better facilities for supplying the people with 
pure drinking water. In all the city of 
Foochow, with its million of people, there is not a single pump, 
windlass, or other mechanical appliance for raising water from 
wells or bringing it from the river to supply the city. Every 
householder brings his own pail and rope by which it may be 
lowered into the well, and when supplied carries both away with 
him. If the supply is brought from the river it is carried on 
men’s shoulders, two pails being suspended from a bamboo carry- 
ing pole. There is no public water system in al! southern China. 
Some Japanese engineers recently made surveys with a view to 
introducing waterworks, but it is said the project has been aban- 
doned because of lack of encouragement or the least assistance 
from the local authorities. 

The Consul further points out that Foochow has no system of 
lighting its streets or public buildings. Kerosene is being exten- 
sively used by the better class of Chinese, and there is a great 
demand for foreign-made lamps. Many of these are of very cheap 
quality, and are really unsafe to use. Most of the natives use 
small cups or tumblers about three-iourths full of oil, with a small 
piece of wood floating on the surface of the oil, through which a 
tin tube containing a round wick is placed. This is a very common 
form of lamp in which tea oil is burned, and is utterly unfit for 
kerosene.» Many very poorly made foreign lamps are sent there, 
which are even more dangerous for use, as they are very poorly 
put together and the tops soon fall off. <A really good low-priced 


lamp is desired.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION OF 
CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE—(continued). 


The following further list of the resolutions carried or rejected 
at the forty-fourth annual meeting of the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce of the United Kingdom, held on the 8th, 9th and 
10th March, is in continuation of that published on pp. 500-2 of 
last week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 


Alien Cattle Men (Bristol). 

“It is expedient that an Act be passed providing that any 
alien cattle man who has come to this country in charge of 
cattle on board ship, and who may become chargeable on the 
rates of the port at which he lands, shall be returned to the 
port in his own country from which he came at the expense of 
the ship which brought him, and that the said ship shall be 
liable also for his cost to the local authorities in the meantime.” 

Carried. 

Metric System (London). 

“That His Majesty’s Government be respectfully urged to 
grant early facilities for the passage of the Bill for the compul- 
sory adoption of metric weights and measures throughout the 
United Kingdom, to be introduced this Session into both 
Houses of Parliament on behalf of the Decimal Association.” 

Carried. 

Metric System (Manchester). 

“That the Committee appointed by the Association in 1902 
to consider in what way the metric system can be adapted to 
British traditional usages is unanimously of opinion that a 
British decimal system of coinage must be on the basis of 
retaining the sovereign, with the florin as a unit—divided into 
a hundred cents or farthings. 

“The Committee recommends that there should be nickel 
coins of 5 and 10 cents, and bronze coins of 1, 2, and 4 cents 
or farthings.” 

Carried. 

Teaching of Decimals (Leicester). 

“That to facilitate the introduction of the metric system it 
is desirable that decimals should be taught in all elementary 
schools concurrently with simple arithmetic, and that the 
Executive Council be requested to bring the matter before the 
Educational Authorities.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Science in Education (London). 

“That this meeting of the Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce, having had its attention called to the resolution recently 
unanimously adopted by the Council of the Royal Society with 
reference to the position of science in the higher education of 
the country, desires strongly to support the resolution, and to 
place on record that, in the present severe competition with 
foreign countries, it is vitally important that a knowledge of 
Science should be recognised as an essential part of general 
education, as recommended by the Council of the Royal Society. 
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“That this resolution be respectfully forwarded to the Uni- 
versities of the United Kingdom. 

“ That the Universities be respectfully urged to consider the 
desirability of taking such steps in respect to the regulations as 
will, so far as possible, ensure that a knowledge of Science is 
recognised in schools and elsewhere as an essential part of 
general education.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Evening Continuation Classes (Blackburn). 

“That in the opinion of this Association the time has arrived 
when steps should be taken to ensure a period of attendance at 
Evening Continuation Classes in the case of all scholars under 
seventeen years of age who are not in attendance at a day 
school.” 

Carried. 

Commercial Travellers’ Licences (London). 

“That as Great Britain imposes no licences on commercial 
travellers representing Colonial houses, this Association is of 
opinion that commercial travellers representing British houses 
should be free from the impost of licences when travelling in 
the colonies. 

Carried unanimously. 


Emigration (London). 


“That His Majesty’s Government be asked to appoint a 
Royal Commission to decide as to what steps are advisable to 
promote British emigration to British Colonies rather than 
to Foreign Countries where British emigrants lose their 
nationality.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Parliamentary Procedure (Leeds). 

“That this Association, in the interests of commercial and 
other beneficial legislation, again urges the following amend- 
ments of the present system of transacting public and private 
business by Parliament and Parliamentery Commmnidiene ~~ 

“1. That Bills which have passed their second reading in 
one Session be taken up in the next Session of the same Parlia- 
ment at the stage which they had reached in the preceding one. 

“2. That enquiries into private Bills be conducted locally 
ans Commissioners appointed by Parliament in a similar 
manner to that prescribed by the Act of 1889 with regard io 
Scotch Bills, instead of before Committees of the Houses of 
Parliament.” 

“That a Memorial be presented to the Prime Minister and 
Leader of the House of Commons in support of this resolution, 
and that if necessary a deputation be subsequently arranged.” 
Carried. 
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Private Bill Legislation (Dublin, Belfast). 

* That this Association reiterates the opinion that a reform is 
necessary in the system of Rrivate Bill Legislation, and hopes 
that the Government may see their way to bring in a Bill in 
the present Session on this subject, and that a deputation from 
the Association of Chambers of Commerce be requested to wait 
on the Government.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Rating of Machinery (/eeds). 

‘That having regard to recent action of Rating Authorities 
with regard to the t taxation of moveable machinery and having 
regard also to the views expressed on the subject of the Rating 
of Machinery by the Report of the Royal Commissioners on 
Local Taxation and their approval of the Bill which has on 
several occasions passed the Second Reading of the House of 
Commons, strenuous efforts be made by the Association to secure 
the passage of the Bill into law this Session, and that with 
this view the Government be requested to make the Biil a 
Government measure.”’ 

Carried. 

Patent Law Amendment (JManchester). 


“This Association, whilst welcoming the instalment of reform 
secured by the Patent Law Amendment Act of 1902, is of 
opinion that further amendment is needed in order to secure : 
(1) the forfeiture of all foreign owned patents for inventions 
ond designs workable in this country, which are not so worked 
within a reasonable limit of time.” 

Carried. 

Income Tax (Cleckheaton). 

‘That this Association is of opinion that the time has now 
come for the amendment of the Income Tax Act of 1846, 
whereby there shall be allowed as a deduction from the amount 
of profits on which tax is payable under Schedule D, a sum 
representing the depreciation that takes place yearly in the 
value of premises occupied for trade purposes. 

“And further, that the Executive of this Association be 
requested to take such steps as will lead to the necessary 
amendment of the law.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Trade Marks Law (London). 

“That this Association reaffirms the following resolution 

passed at its Annual Meetings of March, 1902 and 1903, viz., 
‘That this Association resolves that the Board of Trade be 
requested to grant facilities for a full inquiry into the unsatis- 
factory working of the present law, with a view to adequate 
legislation thereon.’ ” 

Carried unanimously. 
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Hall Marking of Forcign Plate (Sheffield). 

“That in the opinion of this Association the Government 
should take up and pass into law the ‘ Hall Marking of Foreign 
Plate (No. 2)’ Bill introduced by Mr. Samuel Roberts, M.P., 
and others in the last Session in order to prevent silver goods 
manufactured abroad being passed off as British goods by 
reason of the hall mark of this country, including the lion, 
being stamped upon them in the ordinary course of business.” 


Carried unanimously. 
County Courts (Ineland) (Dublin). 


“That this Association considers it would be a great benefit 
to the commercial community of the United Kingdom, if there 
were more frequent sittings of the County Courts in Ireland, 
for the collection of debts, and if the procedure in Ireland were 
assimilated as far as possible to that existing in England, and 
that the Executive Council be requested to memorialise the 
Government to take action in the matter.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Assignment of Trade Debts (Sheffield). 

“That in the opinion of this Association any assignment by 
a private trader of his book debts should be registered in the 
same way as a Bill of Sale and should otherwise come under 
the operation of the Bills of Sale Act.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Mortgages of Mill Premises (Stroud). 

“That the Executive Council be requested to press the 
Government to afford facilities for passing the Bill relating to 
the Mortgaging of Mill premises, introduced last Session.” 

Carried. 

Alcohol for Manufactures (Manchester). 

“Having regard to the great advantages resulting from the 
extensive employment of untaxed alcohol for industrial pur- 
poses, and for the generation of power abroad, this Association 
is convinced that the retention of the existing duty on alcohol 
for such purposes is a very serious obstacle to the progress of 
British industry, and that a letter be forthwith addressed to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer asking him to receive a deputation 
on an early date for the purpose of demonstrating to him the 
importance and urgency of exempting from duty alcohol for 


industrial uses.”’ 


Carried. 
Sugar Tax (Wakefield). 


“That this meeting is of opinion that, owing to the harmful 
effect the abolition of the Sugar Bounties has produced in the 
Confectionery and allied Trades, the time has come for the 
Government to seriously take into consideration the repeal of 
the Sugar Tax.” 

Rejected. 
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Municipal Representation for Companies (Manchester). 

“This Association views with serious dissatisfaction the 
denial of representation to Limited Liability Companies, under 
existing municipal electoral regulations, and their consequent 
powerlessness to influence or regulate the taxation and expendi- 
ture of municipalities in which they are deeply interested as 
contributories. It is therefore resolved that representations 
be made to the proper Government Department setting forth 
the injustice of such regulations and earnestly requesting that 
steps may be speedily taken to remove it.” 

Carried. 

Municipal Representation for Corporations and Companies (London). 

“That this Association reaffirms its support of the principle 
of the Bill to be introduced in the present Session of Parliament 
to give effect to the resolution passed at its Annual Meeting in 
1902, relating to the franchise in municipal and other local 
elections for Corporations, Limited Liability and other public 
Companies, limiting the voting power to one vote per Corpora- 
tion or Company.” 

Carried. 

Private International Law (Liverpool). 

“That in the opinion of this Association it is desirable that 
the British Government should appoint officially representa- 
tives to take part in future Conferences on Private International 
Law similar to those held at the Hague in 1893, 1894, and 1900, 
and especially in the Conference which has been proposed by 
the Government of Belgium with the object of securing greater 
uniformity in Maritime Law.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Light Dues (Liverpool). 

“Whereas the system of maintaining the lighthouse service 
of a country by a tonnage tax on shipping entering its ports is 
inequitable, and does not now generally prevail ; and whereas 
the continuance of this system in Great Britain has provoked 
a retaliatory tax on the shipping of this country by the United 
States which is not imposed upon — s from countries enjoying 
a free lighthouse service, British shipowners thereby being 
placed at a disadvantage with their competitors ; and whereas 
Canada, which maintains a free lighthouse service on its exten- 
sive coastline, suffers by reason of Canadian shipowners (when 
engaged in American trade) being compelled to pay, in addition 
to their share of the Canadian taxation, the dues in British 
ports, and the retaliatory tax in the U nited States ; ; therefore 
resolved : — 

That this Association is unanimously of opinion that Light 
Dues should be abolished, as recommended by the Subsidies 
Committee which reported to the House of Commons in 1902.” 


Carried unanimously. 
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Board of Trade Regulations as affecting Shipping (liverpool). 

“That in the opinion of this Association the Board of Trade 
Shipping Regulations should as far as possible be enforced 
against foreign ships equally with British ships, and that steps 
be taken to communicate this resolution to His Majesty’s 
Government.” 

Carried. 

Marine Insurance Bill (Liverpool). 

“That it is desirable that the Bill entitled ‘An Act for 
Codifying the Law Relating to Marine Insurance,’ introduced 
into the House of Lords by Lord Herschel in 1898, and in the 
last Session by the present Lord Chancellor, should become 
law as speedily as possible.” 

Carried unanimously. 


Lighthouse Communication (Dublin). 

“That this Association is of opinion that steps should be at 
once taken to connect all lightships and lighthouses with the 
shore, by means of telegraphy, telephones, or wireless tele- 
graphs. That copies of this resolution be sent to the President 
of the Board of Trade and the Elder Brethren of the Trinity 
House.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Trustees’ Investment Powers (liverpool). 


“That in view of the extension of the privileges of Trust 
Investment to 192,000,000/. of Colonial Securities, the Govern- 
ment be again urged to introduce into Parliament in the present 
Session a Bill providing for the assimilation of existing powers 
of Investment, and for the extension of trustees’ powers to 
eligible British securities not at present possessing such privi- 
leges.”’ 


Carried unanimously. 
Secretaries (Sheffield). 


“That in the opinion of this Association the Secretary of each 
constituent Chamber should attend the annual meeting of the 
Association as a matter of course in order to permit complete 
exchange of ideas between the various Chambers and to secure 
community of action in matters of pressing importance.” 

Carried. 

State-owned Telegraphs (London). 


“That in the opinion of this Association all the self-govern- 
ing British communities around the globe should be united by a 
continuous chain of state-owned telegraphs. That such an 
inter-I[mperial line of communication would, under Government 
control, put an end to the difficulty which has been caused by 
the allied cable companies in Australia, and remove all friction 
which has arisen between the partners in the Pacific cables; 
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that it would lower charges to a minimum on oversea messages 
passing between New Zealand, Australia, India, South Africa, 
the West Indies, Newfoundland, Canada, and the Mother 
Country; that it would provide a double means of communica- 
tion at low uniform rates between the Mother Country or any 
one British State and all self-governing British States; that it 
would constitute the most effective means by which the several 
Governmental units of the Empire may hold communion with 
each other whenever they desire, and that while it would be of 
the highest importance to the commercial and social interests of 
the British people around the world, it would, by the subtle 
force of electricity, at once promote the consolidation of the 
Empire and prove an indispensable factor in Imperial Unity.” 
Carried unanimously. 


Fast Mail Service and Development of Trade with fhe Colcnies 
(London). 

“That this Association considers it of the utmost importance 
to the interests of the Empire, that the United Kingdom and 
her Colonies adopt a policy under which a line of steamships 
will be secured and retained for :— 

“1. The provision of fast mail service on the several routes; 
and 

‘““2. The development and control of trade between the 
Mother Country and her possessions, and between the Colonies 
themselves, and that this resolution be sent to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in connection with the late report on steam- 
ship subsidies.” 

Carried unanimously. 


American Mails (Cork, Incorporated). 


“That in the interest of the commercial community the 
Council be requested to press upon the Postmaster-General by 
deputation, or otherwise, the importance of securing the con- 
tinued transit of the American Mails vid Queenstown, which 
has been clearly proved to be the most rapid and efficient 
route.” 

Rejected. 

American Mails (Londonderry). 

“That in the opinion of this Association the interests of 
Great Britain and Ireland will be best served by the con- 
tinuance of Lough Foyle as the port of call for the Canadian 
mail boats.” 

Carried. 

Postal Parcel Rates (Bury). 

“That in the opinion of this Association of Chambers of Com- 
merce it is urgently necessary that the postal parcels rates to 
foreign countries and British Colonies and possessions should 
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be revised in order to place a considerable part of our trade on 
an equal footing with that of other countries; and it is especi- 
ally to be condemned that it should be possible for competing 
countries to forward parcels to certain of our Colonies and 
ossessions at a lower rate of postage than the Mother Country. 
“That a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the Post- 
master-General.”’ 
Carried unanimously. 


Postal Cash on Delivery System (£veter). 


“That inasmuch as the introduction of the cash on delivery 
system by the Post Office would, in the opinion of a great 
number of retail traders, give further facilities for competition 
by the foreigners, and would in many instances lead to fraud, 
it is suggested that the Postmaster-General be asked to receive 
a deputation from the Associated Chambers of Commerce, with 
a view to placing before him reasons against the adoption of the 
system in this country.” 

Carried. 


Telegraphic Communication with the Continent (Liverpool). 


“That in view of the growing trade of this country with the 
Continent of Europe, and of the active competition for such 
trade which its merchants have to maintain with those of other 
countries, His Majesty’s Government be strongly urged to 
establish without any further delay, additional and improved 
cables between the United Kingdom and the Continent, and to 
arrange, in conjunction with foreign governments, for more 
direct wires between the chief commercial centres of Great 
Britain and Europe, and for the more rapid delivery of 
telegrams in Continental cities.”’ 

Carried unanimously. 


Telephonic Communication with the Continent (Hull). 


‘That considering the large trade passing between the Kast 
Coast of England and Belgium and Holland, the Postmaster- 
General be strongly urged to arrange with the Belgian and 
Dutch Governments for the establishment of direct telephonic 
communication with the ports of Antwerp, Rotterdam, and 
Amsterdam.” 

Carried. 


Telephonic Communication with the Continent (Paris, British Chamber). 


“That the telephone lines between London and Paris are 
inadequate for commercial requirements, and that the fee for 
conversation should be reduged to 4s. or 5 frances for three 
minutes—-half the present chirge.” 

Carried unenimously. 
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Halfpenny Postage (Oldhcai). 

“This Association, in the interests of the Post Office and for 
the Commercial community, urges the Postmaster-General to 
allow all communications forwarded through the post in un- 
sealed envelopes or wrappers, to be charged one halfpenny, and 
thus avoid the inconvenience and annoyance now caused to the 
public and the postal authorities.” 

Rejected. 

Telephone CaJl Boxes (Newcastle and Gateshead). 


“That the Executive Council of this Association urge upon 
the various Railway Companies in the United Kingdom the 
necessity of granting facilities for placing Telephone Call Boxes 
on railway platforms.” 

Carried. 

Anglo-French’ Telegrams (Paris, British Chamber). 

“That the present tariff for Anglo-French telegrams is 
excessive and unwarranted, and that it be reduced to one penny 
per word, thus giving the full inland rate to each country.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Newspaper Postage to Canada (Birmingham). 


“That a Memorial be addressed to His Majesty’s Postmaster- 
General calling his attention to the resolution passed at the 
last Annual Meeting of this Association with reference to the 
rate of postage on magazines, newspapers, and periodicals 
despatched from the United Kingdom to Canada, and urging 
upon him the necessity (in the interests of British trade and 
commerce) of taking special steps to assimilate such rate with 
the low bulk rate at present in operation between the United 
States and Canada; periodicals now being mailed from the 
United States to Canada, in bulk, at 1 cent per lb., whereas the 
rate from the United Kingdom to Canada is 8 cents (4d.) per Ib., 
with a weight limit of 5 lbs.”

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following is a list of some Decisions relative to the application 
of the United States Customs Tariff, which 
have recently been issued by the Treasury 
Department at Washington for the guidance 
of United States Customs officers and others :— : 


Dutiable value—Commissiens.— W hen an item of ‘commissions ” 
is added by appraising officers to the per se value of merchandise, 
in order to make up its foreign market value, such item must be 
held to be dutiable. It is only when a bond fide commission, paid 
to an agent by a purchaser, constitutes no part of the market 
value, that it can be held to be non-dutiable. 


Suberit (artificial cork, or cork substitute), an article in the form 
of cubes, manufactured from pulverised cork, which may be 
derived from cork waste, or cork in any form, after being subjected 
to certain processes, is dutiable at the rate of 8 cents per pound 
under paragraph 416 of the Tariff, as artificial cork. 


Articles made partly of metal and partly of artificial cork or cork 
substitute, are not included in paragraph 416 of the Tariff, but 
are dutiable under paragraph 193, at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


Photographs and chromos mounted on glass, bevelled and gilded, 
are dutiable at: the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
100 of the Tariff, and not as photographs or lithographic prints. 


Jacquard figured goods.—Figured upholstery and drapery fabrics 
having figures made in designs of watered effects by the jacquard 
process, and containing two colours in the filling, are properly | 
dutiable at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
391 of the Tariff. 


Figured cotton cloth.—Cotton cloth with various raised designs 
and figures woven in the fabric, which designs and figures are 
produced by threads that form a part of the texture, is dutiable 
under the appropriate paragraph of the so-called countable clauses 
(paragraphs 304 to 310 of the Tariff), and is not subject to the

additional duty, as provided in paragraph 313, for “cotton cloth 
in which other than the ordinary warp and filling threads have 
been introduced in the process of weaving to form a figure.” 

The word “ ordinary” as used in paragraph 313 of the Tariff, 
means those threads which ordinarily enter into the construction 
of the ordinary plain fabric, and which cannot be removed without 
destroying its integrity, as distinguished from extraordinary 
threads, which are not an integral part of the fabric, but which 
are independent threads introduced to form a figure, and for no 
other purpose. 

Decorated earthenware mugs with metal lids attached by metal 
arms to the handles of the mugs, are dutiable at the rate of 
45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 193 of the Tariff, as 
in chief value of metal, and not under paragraph 96 as decorated 
earthenware. 

Pipes or tubes composed of copper and iron, although in chief 
value of copper, do not fall under paragraph 176 of the Tariff, 
which provides for copper pipes. Only pipes or tubes composed 
entirely of copper fall within that provision. Such articles being 
manufactures of metal not specially provided for in the tariff, 
are dutiable under paragraph 193 at the rate of 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

New Zealand hemp is not the hemp of commerce, and is entitled 
to free entry under paragraph 566 of the Tariff as an unenumerated 
raw textile material. 

Retort carbon, the residuum that accumulates on the inside of 
gas retorts in the manufacture of gas out of bituminous coal, is 
dutiable as coke, under paragraph 415 of the Tariff, at the rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem, and not as an article composed of 
rnd ar under paragraph 97. 

Smelts, fresh, frozen, in boxes containing from 9 to 26 Ibs. each, 
are dutiable as fish in packages containing less than one-half 
barrel*, at the rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
258 of the Tariff, and not as fresh frozen fish, under paragraph 261. 

Ground tale is dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under section 6 of the Tariff, as an unenumerated manufactured 
article. Although sometimes known as French chalk, it is not 
the article provided for by that name in paragraph 13, which 
includes only the article made in the form of cubes, blocks, sticks, 
or disks, and used by tailors to mark clothing. 

Enamel white, a white paint containing zinc, but not containing 
lead, ground in oil, and mixed with varnish, is dutiable at the rate 
of 13 cents per pound under paragraph 57 of the Tariff.

Toys, partly composed of earthen or stone ware and partly of 
metal, in which the metal is the component of chief value, are 
dutiable under paragraph 418 of the Tariff at the rate of 35 per 
cent, ad valorem. The exception in paragraph 418 for all toys 
mafle of earthen or stoneware applies only to articles made wholly 
or in chief value of earthen or stoneware. 

Out-glass bottle stoppers that need to be ground to fit them to 
the necks’ of the bottles with which they are to be used, are 
dutiable under paragraph 100 of the Tariff at the rate of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Cannabis indica, a liquid alcoholic tincture of Indian hemp, 
used by homeceopathic physicians as a medicine, is dutiable 
under paragraph 67 of the Tariff as a “medicinal preparation 
containing alcohol,” and not under paragraph 2 as an “ alcoholic 
compound.” 

l'riplicate mirrors, measuring 3 by 4 inches or less, are dutiable 
as “toys,” at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
418 of the Tariff. Triplicate mirrors measuring more than 3 by 4 
inches are not toys, but are dutiable as mirrors under paragraph 
112 at the rate of 45 per cent. ud valorem. 

[This modifies a previous decision reported in the “ Board of 
Trade Journal ” for 24th October, 1901, p. 163. ] 

Wool cards are dutiable under paragraph 193 of the Tariff, at 
the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, as composed in chief value of 
metal, and not under paragraph 450 as in chief value of leather. 

Cotton rugs are dutiable under paragraph 322 of the Tariff as 
manufactures of cotton not specially provided for, at the rate of 
45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Contents of bottles—vermouth.—Section 3 of the Tariff relates to 


vermouth imported in cases of ‘“‘qne dozen bottles . . . con- 
taining each not more than one quart,” and provides that ‘any 
excess beyond these quantities found in such bottles . . . shall 


be subject to a duty of four cents per pint or fractional part 
thereof.” The Treasury Department have decided that this 
provision contemplates that the additional duty of 4 cents per pint 
shall be assessed according to the number of bottles containing an 
excessive quantity, and not according to the total excess per case. 

Vegetable fibre partially manufactured.—Certain vegetable fibres 
which have been assorted and dressed and cut into uniform lengths 
and bunched, being intended for the use of brushmakers, are 
properly classified for duty undér the provision in Section 6 of the 
Tariff, for ‘“‘all articles manufactured . . . in part, not 
provided for,” and are not free of duty under the provision in 
paragraph 566 for “fibrous vegetable substances, not dressed or 
manufactured in any manner.”

1. The name of the shipper; the place of origin of the goods;

Should the packages be all of the same kind it will 
be sufficient to give their total weight, instead of that of each 
package separately. | 

In order to designate the contents of a package, it will ‘be 
sufficient to state the name, quantity, and material of the 
merchandise. 

3. The total value of the invoice, without necessarily giving 
details respecting each package. 

It is prohibited to include in manifests and consular invoices 
goods destined for different ports, and in the event of this 
regulation being neglected the Consular Agent will name the first 
of the ports mentioned as the port of discharge for the goods.

RUSSIA—SIBERIA. 


A despatch has been received at-the Foreign Office, enclosing 
Effect of War zausiations, by the British Commercial Agent 
on Railway at Moscow, of some Russian decrees, ordinances 
Wasienott and notices due to the outbreak of war, affecting 
mais trade and traffic with Siberia, among which 

the following may be noted :— 

“The Samara-Zlatoust Railway (the one main line connecting 
European Russia with Siberia) disclaims from 26th January (O.8.) 
responsibility for through delivery of goods destined for the 
Siberian Railway and lines connected therewith.” (‘ Commercial 
and Industrial Gazette” of Ist/14th February. ) 

“Owing to the exigencies of military traffic, the Siberian 
Railway, from 25th January (O.8.), disclaims responsibility for 
through delivery of goods.” (‘ Commercial and Industrial 
Gazette ” of 29th January/11th February.) 

‘‘From yesterday’s date, owing to military requirements, the 
reception or despatch of any description of private goods traffic 
on the Siberian Railway is suspended.” (‘* Sibirski Viestnik” of 
Tomsk of 4th/17th February. Unofficial.) } 

“The Trans-Baikal Railway has suspended the reception and 
loading of goods west to east from Lake Baikal, with the exception 
of military and express traffic.” (“Commercial and Industrial 
Gazette ” of 29th January/11th February.) 

“From 28th January (O.8.) the Trans-Baikal Railway has 
suspended all goods traffic, other than official or military, from 
Lake Baikal to Manchuria or Sretensk, as also all such goods 
traffic in destination for the Manchurian or Ussuri Railways.” 
(‘‘ Commercial and Industrial Gazette ” of 5th/18th February.) 

‘“‘ In consequence of the accumulation of loaded tracks, to the 
extent of double the traffic capacity of the railway, the Central 
Asian Railway has disclaimed from 9th February (O.S.) responsi- 
bility for the through delivery of goods.” (Commercial and In- 
dustrial Gazette” of 17th February/1st March.) 

‘The steamship services of the Volunteer Fleet, and the 
reception of goods for the Far East, vid railways or steamship 
companies in connection with Black Sea ports, are suspended. 

“The rumour that the export of wheat from Russia will be 
prohibited is devoid of all foundation.” (“Journal de Saint 
Petersbourg ” of 17th February/1st March.)

MINERALS, METALS, AND MACHINERY. 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held at St. Blazey, Cornwall, into the 
circumstances attending the explosion of a 
boiler which occurred in St. Blazey foundry 
on the 15th January last. 

The Commissioners found that the explosion 
was due to the neglect of the owner, whofn they would have 
ordered to pay a substantial sum towards the costs of the investi- 
gation, had he not: been adjudicated a bankrupt.

NETHERLANDS.

Rhenish Westphalian Syndicate of coal owners, now practically 
monopolise tlie whole of the German coal supply to Holland. 
The translation reads as follows :— 

‘In the same manner as the Rhenish Westphalian Coal Syndi- 
cate of Essen on the Ruhr has done for deliveries by railway, the 
Rhenish coal dealers and shipping company of Mulheim on the 
Ruhr has now placed the sole sale of all products of the syndicated 
mines for the Netherlands in our hands, commencing from the 
1st April. 

‘While we give notice hereof by the present to all consumers 
of, and dealers in, Westphalian coal, cokes, and coal briquettes, 
we request them to address themselves to us for their requirements, 
and to send their orders to us.”

» BRITISH INDIA. 


The ‘ Times of India” of 27th February publishes the following final 
Bombay Cotton memorandum on the Bombay cotton crop for the 
Crop season of 1903-1904, issued by the Department 

of Land Records and Agriculture, Bombay. 
“The latest reports show the total area under both the early and 
late varieties of cotton in the British districts and Native States of 
the Presidency, inclusive of Sind, at 5,385,000 acres, or 8 per cent. 
over the average of the preceding 10 years. Except in North 
Gujarat, where it is still somewhat below the average, the area in 
the British districts has now reached the normal acreage under the 
crop, prior to the famine, in all the districts ; and exceeded it in some 
districts. In Native States the area is stil! considerably short of 
that standard, particularly in Kathiawar, where the norma! area has 
fallen from 17 lakhs of acres to 11 lakhs. Favourable rains at 
sowing time extended the area sown almost everywhere. ‘he 
decrease below last year’s area is attributed in the Karnatgk, 
mainly to the ordinary changes of rotation, and in Baroda to exces- 
sive rain. The crop progressed well at first, but later on it 
suffered from deficiency of moisture in North Gujarat and through 
its excess in the South. Locusts also did some damage in 
October and November, both in British districts and Native States 
of Gujarat. In the Karnatak it suffered from disease in parts of 
Bijapur and Dharwar. The crop has, however, on the whole fared 
well everywhere, and the total estimated outturn comes to 10°8 
lakhs bales of cleaned cotton, 15 per cent. over the average. Of 
the total yield, 39 per cent. is credited to Dholera, about 18 per 
cent. each to Broach and Khandeish, 13 per cent. to Kumpta 
and Dharwar, 10 per cent. to Sind, and the remainder to Bengal, 
Rajputana, Barsi, and Nagar.”

proposed to be granted in the first year, 100,000 pesetas (or about 
2,941.) in the second, and 250,000 pesetas (or about 7,353/.) in 
the third year, should the results obtained in the first two years 
indicate the probability of developing the cultivation on industrial 
conditions.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Departmen: of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S8.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz.:—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs, Excise and 
“Consumption”? Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of. Trade. 
Pending the transfer of the headquarters of this Branch from Westminster 
to the City, verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch through the 
Temporary Enquiry Office at 49, Eastcheap, H.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director bY the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement. and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited: at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal ” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterlv, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
